“The Dissenting Envoy Announces His Ad- 


herence to Mr. Parnell—His Reasons, 
Timothy Harrington alone of the six en- 
voys declined to sign the manifesto. He ad- 
heres to Mr. Parnell and says he believes the 
Irish people will. He gives his reasons for his 


\ course as follows: 


“ Yes, unfortunately, I differ from my col- 
leagues here, and therefore I have been una- 
ble to sign any manifesto issued by them in 


“opposition to Mr. Parnell’s leadership. There 
‘are no men in the Irish party I have a deeper 


affection for than some of my colleagues who 
are here with me in this delegation, and it 
is with extreme pain that I find my- 
self separated from them on any question 
affecting the welfare of our country. But I 
value unity and the independence of the 
Irish party in Parliament much more than 
any personal principles, and I am convinced 
that it is only by holding firmly by Parnell’s 
leadership we can maintain these. 

“ Of course, I fully recognize the difficulty 
which Mr. Gladstone’s letter has raised, and I 
appreciate it to its fullest extent—the injury 


that may be done to our cause at the approach- 


ing general election by anything which would 
even damp the enthusiasm of even a consider- 
able section of English Liberal electors. 
But. that does not alter the justice 
of the case. If years ago. when Mr. 
Gladstone was introducing the Home- 
Rule bill, he made it a condition that Mr. Par- 
nell should be deposed from the leadership of 
the Irish party, the Irish people would then 
have indignantly scouted the Home-Rule bill 


‘ahd his proposal. To my mind nothing has 


since occurred in Mr. Parnell’s discharge of 
his duties as leader. There has been no public 
act of betrayal of his country or his party 
which could justify us in standing less firmly 
by him now. I make no apology for the 
charge against Mr. Parnell, though I reserve 
to myself the right to believe that under other 
conditions he might be able to make a etter 
defense than any that has been made for him. 
The Irish people have been tod sorely tried 
in the question of leadership, and have 
had too many instances of public betrayal 
in their politicians to be guided by either 
cant or hypocrisy in the selection of and 
in faithful adherence to their leader. 

“In my opinion, they will hold by Parnell. 
He is the force that led them to believe in 
constitutional agitation. Without him I am 
convinced that the majority of our people 
would have very little faith in such a 
policy, an@ for my part I have no hesi- 
tation in affirming my own belief that 
if Parnell is not to have a part in the 
formimg of our next Home-Rule, bill . it 
1s not likely to be worth the Irish people’s ac 
ceptance, and will be found to bea very bad 
exchange indeed for his matchless leadership 
and his indomitable pluck in . fighting the bat- 
tle of the Irish race. If the Irish priests and 
people stand by Parnell in’ the present crisis, as 
I believe they will, the English people who 
have so many times affected to be scandalized 
by us in the past wil! soon perceive that the 
policy adopted by us is an honorable as well 
asa bold and manly policy when we dé- 
termine that no measure of expediency can 
tempt us to expel from public life a leader of 
such devotion to our cause and so matchless 
in all the best qualities of leadership.”’ 

A rumor was started that Mr. Harrington 
proposed to resign his seat in- Parliament and 
retire forever from Irish politics. This he 
positively denies, but says that he will remain 
in the fray until the cause of Ireland is won 
or he, fighting, falls in the battle.

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CONGRESS OPENS TODAY. 


THE LEGISLATIVE MILL BEGINS ON 
THE WINTER GRIST. 


Democrats Will’ Probably Start the Ses- 
sion by Casual References to the Result 
of the Recent Election—The Lodge Bill 
Not Likely to Pass—Legislation Recom- 
mended by the President —Important 
Measures to Be Considered. | 


Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 30.—[{Special.]— 
The work of the Fifty-first Congress, which 
opens at noon tomorrow, promises to be a 
quiet one. There are too many corpses and 
‘too few mourners. While the victorious Dem- 
ocrats will feel sorry to lose personal friends 
among their Republican colleagues, political 
pride will restrain any expressions of regret. 

Speaker Reed will be in his place in the 
chair. Maj. McKinley and the other mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee who 
led the party to defeat will be on the floor, and 
the legislative grind will begin without much 
incident, A good many Democrats wili want 
to insist on calling attention to the fact that it 
is a Republican funeral, and Congressional 
decorum always permits this way of rubbing 
it in so long as good nature prevails. While 
dozens of Democrats are bursting to say some- 
thing smart tomorrow about Speaker Reed 
most of them are afraid of the retort which is 
sure to follow, and prudence will dictate that 
they go slow in paying their compliments to 
“the Ozar.” Maj. McKinley is more indiffer- 
ent in replying to such things, and he is pretty 
,Bure to be a target at whom the Democrats 
will feel privileged to take a shot without re- 
ceiving any return.

Over in the Senate the proceedings are 
likely to be dull. Ingalls will be the most in- 
teresting person there, as he always is the first 
day. There may be some bantering about 
the election resuits, and Senator Cockrell will 
probably have his regular joke at the expense 
of “Czar” Reed and will congratulate his col- 
leagues that the Senate is still a deljberative 
body. The Senators from the new State of 
Wyoming, Messrs. Carey and Warren, will be 
likely to be sworn in without referring their 
credentials to the Committee on Elections, as 
no irregularities exist. The Senate is apt to 
adjourn early, and then the Republican Sena- 
tors will caucus over the order of business and 
the legislative measures to be pushed. The 
Election bill will probably. be allowed 
to die. Senator Quay and others of its op- 


+ ponents will not vote against the measure if a 


vote should ever be reached, but they won’t 
help to put it where a vote can be taken. Sen- 
ator Ingalls says privately that the elections 
show the country does not want the hill, and 
he is against changing the rules for its passage. 
On the other hand, Senator Spooner, who got 
back from Chicago, tonight, and other advo- 
cates of the measure will make a strong fight 
to get recognition for it. No change in the 
Senate rules is likely to be decided on for a 
while, but it the Democratic Senators show 
an intention to prevent the passage of a Re- 
apportionment bill by filibustering the change 
will surely come. 

As soon as the Senate and. House are called 
to order a joint committee will be appointed 
to notify the President,#fiat Congress is ready 
to do business, and, fn résponse, his annual 
m will immediately be sent to the Capi- 
tol and laid before both Houses.

President Harrison’s Message. 

The President’s message is said to bea little 
shorter than usual.

The recommend- 
ations for the passage of a National election 
law and for aid to ocean commerce by means 
of subsidies will be quite positive, So will 
the suggestion that a prompt reapportion- 
ment of Congress should be made on the basis 
of the census. What the President 
has to say in explanation of the ad- 
ministrative financial policy will amount 
to a recommendation against free coin- 
age, but will show a disposition to in- 
crease the circulation by all Jegitimate means 
which do not amount to inflation. 
will be said in favor of interconvertible bonds, 
Pan-American reciprocity will have a general 
indorsement which may be construed several 
ways, while the McKinley Tariff bill will not 
be approved in terms, though the protection 
system will be upheld. Ihe President won’t 
be able to report a settlement of the Behring 
Sea controversy, but he will be able to show 
that the reason is the determination of the 
Administration to settle it only on condi- 
tions favorable to the United States, 

Chairman Quay Will Not Resign. 

Senator Quay will not resign the Chairman- 
ship of the Republican National Committee 
just yet. This decision is given out, not oan 
the Senator’s own authority, but by influen- 
tial New York politicians, Within a few 
days correspondence between Chairman Quay 
and some fellow-members of the National 
Committee will make its appearance. This 
correspondence will show that Senator Quay 
was anxious to lay down the responsibilities 
of his position, that he took it to serve the 
patty, and that when a Republican 
President was elected he felt he had 
the right to retire in good time, before the 
holding of another National convention. The 
correspondence will further make it appear 
that Chairman Quay’s colleagues on the com-

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DOES IT MEAN A TRUST? 


SMELTING MEN TO HOLD-A CONFER- 
ENCE IN CHICAGO TOMORROW. 


Fluctuations of the Lead and Silver Market 


the: Avowed Cause for the Gathering— |- 


Views of W. P. Thompson, President of 
the National White Lead Trust—Reasons 
That Render the Formation of a Combine 
Desirable—Companies That Will Be Rep- 

W. P. Thompson of New York, President of 

the National White Lead Trust, arrived in the 
city last évening and was installed in parlors 
M and N at the Palmer House. Mr. Thomp-- 


son comes in advance of a gathering of rep- 


resentatives of lead smelters from all parts of 
the country which is to convene at the Palmer 
House tomorrow. . : 

There is a strong probability that a trust will 
be organized to comprehend all the biggest 
smelting establishments in the country. Such 
an attempt was made a year ago, but two or 
three large concerns refused to join in the 
movement. Since then it is reported that the 
differences have been reconciled. 

The White Lead Trust now includes all the 
white lead companies in the country, with one 
exception. 

In the lead business Chicago yields prece- 
dence to New York alone. The establishments 
in which Mr. Thompson is interested: are the 
St. Louis Smelting company, which conducts 
the Harrison. Reduction Works at Leadville, 
Colo,, and the works at Socorro, N. M. 

“The meeting to be held here Tuesday,” 
said Mr. Thompson, “ will embrace nearly all 
the large smelters in the country. There are 
twenty-thgee large establishments in this coun- 
try, and some of them are so intertwined 
that the fifteen or more gentlemen 
who will probably attend will represent near- 
ly ali we hope. I am not the originator of this 
scheme. It started among the smelting men 
themselves. Some of the New York papers 
have given a little more prominence in ad- 
Hb wg to our meeting than I corfsidered desir- 
a 

Extraordinary Fluctuations Noticeable. 

“The lead and silver market,the two com- 
modities which the smelters handle} is subject 
to greater fluctuations than any other indus- 
try. You may have noticed that the fluctua- 


‘tions have been extraordinary. W@hin the 


last six months the price of lead has risen 
from $3.65 or $3.70 to $5.65 or $5.70 a hundred. 
We have seen in a space of forty days silver 
decline from $1.21 to 96 cents and-then ad- 
vance to $1.08 again. What industry can sur- 
vive such an unstable market? 

** The object of this meéting is’ to consider 
ways and means to remedy the evils spoken 
st and establish something like a stable mar- 

let.”’ 
** Is it probable that another trust will be 
formed ?”’ . 

**T will not say that it may not be found 
best to organize a combination. .There is a 
prejudice among some people against trusts, 
but I think that wise combinations of capital 


are for the benefit of all concerned. Anything , 


is preferable to ruinous competition. Com- 
merce is in effect piracy if carried to the 
length it sometimes is. For instance a manu- 
factory is established and workmen come 
and build their homes around it. 
Soon a larger’ establishment invades 
the territory and injures the business 
of the smaller concern so that some of the 
proprietors are compelled to work three- 
fourths time or cut wages. The result is that 
the workmen receive only three-fourths as 
much in a year as before. Then it may be 
necessary to reduce the working time (or the 
wages) to 50.per cent of what it was. The 
other establishment can then come in and 
employ the best. of the workmen, and the 
smnaller concern is compelled to go out of 
business. 
~~ thy a Combine is Benitiicial . -- 

f* Now would it not be better to have estab- 
lishments combined so that they could not 
afford to wreck each other, because the loss of 
one would be a loss to all? If a plant was 
not advantageously situated for smelting it 
might be sold, and the men it employed be 
employed to better advantage in other works. 

“The smelting men want: to do what they 
can to make the lead and silver market free 
from such great fluctuations. In doing this 
they will also benefit mine-owners. The latter 
are at one moment on the high wave of pros- 
perity. Then comes a decline and they are on 
the verge of despair. 

‘At the meeting there will be representatives 
of the Grant Works at Denver and Omaha, 


the American Smelting and Mining company, | 


the Harrison Reduction Works and the Elgin 
Works at Leadville, and the Socorro (N. M.) 
Works of the St. Louis company. We ex- 
pect that all the principal smelting establish- 


‘ments will have representatives. What plan 


will be adopted to remedy the evils I have 
spoken of can be told better after the con- 


ference is over.’’ 


TRAIN ROBBERY IN MISSISSIPPI. 


A Masked Man Relieves an Express Mes- 
senger of Money Packages. 

West Port, Miss., Nov. 30.—The express- 
car on the west-bound train of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad was robbed near Indianola 
last night and the robbers were captured here 
this afternoon and placed in jail.- | 

Just as the train entered whatis known as 
the Bogus Chitto Swamp a large, heavy-set 
man with a red bandana handkerchief over 
his face as a mask effected an entrance into 
the mail-car and covered the mail agent with a 
big revolver. The robber told the clerk he 
must precede him into the express-car. Once 
in the express-car the robber compelled the 
messenger to deliver his money packages.

In 1874 and 1875, after the death of Bishup

McLaren, Canon Knowles had full charge of 
the diocese. Six years ago he was to 
the pulpit of the St. Clement’s Church... From 
1866 until he assumed charge of St. Clement’s 
the Rev. Mr, Knowles acted as Secretary to 
the Diocese of Illinois. He is now registrar 
of the diocese, member of the principal synod, 
and canon of the cathedral in addition to be- 
ing rector of St. Clement’s. 

Canon Knowles has _ a love for music which 
amounts almost to a passion. The first choral 
service ever given in the West was in his 
church at Aurora in 1865. In 1867 he organ- 
ized for the cathedral the first surpliced choir 
known in Chi 4 

_.Warm-hearted, charitable, and deeply re- 
ligious, Canon Knowles enjoys the confidence 
and love of his church people to a marked de- 
gree. After his sermon yesterday he descended. 
to the floor of the church and members of the 
congregation crowded forward to congratulate 
him on his long and successful work and the 
excellent prospects for the continuation of his 
years and labors. 3

He said it was a great pleasure to have him at 
the cathedral on such an occasion as the cele- 
cheerfully performed, to his great dignity as 
a priest, and his far-reaching influence in this 
and the next world, The regular Episcopal 
service was observed. : 

The text of the jubilee sermon was First 
Thessalonians, second chapter, nineteenth 
and twentieth verses. His theme was “* The 
Joy of the Ministry ’’ in time and in eternity. 
The sermpn opened with an expression of 
gratitude for the many kindnesges that had 


years’ connection with the ministry. He

THE PROHIBITION LAW IN VERMONT. 

For forty years the State of Vermont has 
had alleged prohibition ; that is, it has had a 
prohibition law which has been violated pro- 
fusely and picturesquely, and now its Legis- 
lature has defeated a high license and local 
option bill, though not without the toughest 
resistance prohibition ever has met. The at- 
tack on prohibition indeed was so stubborn 
that it safely may be predicted it will go by 
the board.in the next Legislature. 

The campaign has been one of unusual in- 
terest and illustrates the folly of the Prohibi- 
tionists. The Montpelier correspondent of the 
New York Sun clearly explains the situation 
when he says it is the old fight between the 


| hill towns and those of the valleys. The hill 


people are for prohibition, the valley people 
are against it. The hill people are few in 
number and rapidly growing jess as their 
farins lose value, while the populatpn crowds 


| into the valley towns, but under the laws of 


Vermont each town has but one Represent- 
ative. Thus hill towns with but a handful of 
voters Overcome the cities. A high | license 
man thus states the case : 

On the hills of Vermont prohibition may. be, 
relatively, a success. In the valleys ‘it is worse 
than a failure. In a community of the best 
Green Mountain farmers there is very little drink- 
ing and sometimes no selling at all, Public opin- 
ion is not only very strong for temperance, but 
away over toward demanding teetotalism. Such 
places have no saloons and will have none. Inthe 
villages, however, the case is differant. The very 
elements which do and must go tb make up a 
village put the absence of liquor-selling out of the 
question. Rum is today sold in every village in 
Vermont, always has been, and will be for at 
least sometime tocome. The hills have prohibi- 


rum and want to regulate it. Local option and 
high license provide for both. . | 

‘And yet in the face of free rum in the val- 
leys these obstinate, hard-headed, fanatical 
Prohibitionists on the hills persist in voting 
for a law which makes rum free instead of sup- 
porting a law which would maintain prohibi- 
tion all over the hills and in the valleys, too, 
wherever the majority wanted it, while in 
places where it was not wanted high license 
would minimize the evils and regulate the 
saloons and induce a healthy condition of 
things as compared with the demoralization 
occasioned by the prohibition law, which the 
same correspondent thus describes: 

For forty years the individual who drank and 
the individual who furnished the drink have been 
participators in an artificial crime. But the 
drinker has drank and the furnisher has fur- 
niehed ; drug stores have multiplied in the land, 
drunkards bave got full on artificial whisky; 
victims of delirium tremens have enjoyed visions 
of a variety which the liquidsin no other State 
can f , and the officers charged with the 
enforcement of law have waxed rich in fé@s: The 
record of forty years has been a splendid allustra- 
tion of how prohibition may not be enforced. 

The only hope for the future in Vermont is 
in the decadence of the hill towns and their 

- sentiment and in the growth of high-license 
sentiment not only in the valleys but among 
liberal-minded people all over the State. 
Meanwhile there is no more graphic picture 

of the folly of legislative prohibition than 
that of the hill-top man who wants his drink 
going down into the valley and coming back 
drunk because his hill-top prohibition neigh- 
bors have made rum free at the foot of the 
hill by their folly,and bigotry. It is the old, 
old story, however. It is not confined to the 
hills of Vermont. There is quite as little 
sense on some of the prairies. . 


M’KINLEY AS A WRECKER. : 

A Washington dispatch tells of the serene 
way in which Maj.

GLADSTONE OR PARNELL. 

Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Morley have made 
dignified replies to Mr. Parnell’s vicious 
“* manifesto.”” They both chailenge the ac- 
curacy of Mr. Parnell’s account vf his inter- 
views with them. Their version will be gen- 
erally accepted. Parnell’s version does “not 
agree in all its parts. Mr. Parnell has estab- 
lished a reputation for inaccuracy if not du- 
plicity. He disagreed with Lord Carnarvon, 
it -will be temembered, as to the terms of the 
Tory home-rule scheme in 1885. He dis- 
agreed with Chief Secretary Forster about the 
terms of the “ Kilmainham treaty,” and the re- 
doubtable Capt. O’Shea, who was the go-be- 
tween on the occasion, sustained Forster. Mr. 
Parnell frankly acknowledged before the Par- 
nell Commission that on one occasion he mis- 
led, or attempted to mislead, the House of 
Commons in reference to the extent of the 
revolutionary organizations in Ireland. _ With 
these facts fresh in recollection there is no 
doubt as to whom the English people and tin- 
telligent people everywhere will believe, Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Morley or Mr. Parnell. 

Mr. Gladstone asserts, though there was 
hardly any occasion for that, that he does not 
seek to destroy the imtegrity of the Irish Par- 
liamentary party. Its integrity is necessary 
to the perfection of his policy. He must have 
an Irish party to negotiate with in reference 
to the autonomy of Ireland. He does not ob- 
ject to the present party. He objects to its 
leader because his British supporters object 
to that leader. The integrity of the Irish 
party does not depend on Mr. Parnell. John 
Dillon, or ‘William O’Brien, or Timothy 
Healy would guide it as safely. None of them 
would compromise the honor of Ireland or 
surrender any feasible or proper portion of 
the Irish home-rule program. It is well to 
note that Mr. Parnell never cried out against 
the concessions which he says Gladstone pro- 
posed until he found it necessary to do so in 
what he believes to be self-defense. It should 
be borne in mind that it was after his Hawar- 
den interview that he accepted the honors of 
the most efficient of the Liberal organizations, 
the Eighty Club, where he exchanged com- 
pliments with Stansfield, Harcourt, and Mor- 
ley, and eulogized Gladstone. That did not 
look as though he believed the Liberals were 
bent on emasculating the home-rule meas- 
ures in such manner as he would regret. 

But it is impossible to follow-all the tort-:

WILL WOOLENS GO UP OR DOWN? 
Senator Edmunds says: “It is not possible 


for any one to know within twelve or possibly | 


twenty-four months whether the recent Tariff 
bill will produce an increase,of prices or the 
reverse,” It is the opinion of the Senator, 


therefore, that it will take from one to two: 


years to tell whether the McKinley bili will 
make woolen goods dearer or cheaper. The 
man whose name is most closely connected 


‘with the new law seems to be of the same 


opinion. He says: * We ought to know of 
** its practical operations in the course of the 
“next two years. It always takes at least 
“that length of time for business to adapt 
“ itself to new tariff conditions.”’ So it will 
be two years before the manufacturers of 
woolen goods will Know. whether they 
should charge more or legs for their wares, 

It does seem as if neither the Vermont Sen- 
ator nor the Ohio Representative should ‘have 
any doubt as to what the effect of the pew 
Tariff bill will. be on the price of woolens. 
Messrs. Delano and Lawrence, professing to 
speak in the name of the sheep-raising farm- 


. ers of the country, went before the Committee 


on Ways and Means and demanded increased 
protection for American wool in order that 
it might sell for more cents per pound. They 
told the committee that if it did not do what 
was asked of it the wool-growers would vote 
the Democratic ticket in the fall, and Michi- 
gan, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, and other wool- 
growing States would be lost to the Republic- 
ans. The duties on wool were increased, but 
nobody took the trouble to tell the wool-rais- 
ers of the fact, and so they appear to have 
voted against Republican candidates! © 

The Committee on Ways and Means, taking 
it for granted that the higher duties on im- 
ported wools wouid raise the cost of wool, 
both foreign and domestic, to the manufact- 


| urer, proceeded to compensate him for this 


by adding proportionately to the duties on 
imported woolens. It was-assumed, reasona- 
bly enough, that if the manufacturer was not 
allowed to charge something morethan he had 
been doing it would be out of his power to 
compete with his foreign rival. — 

Thus it was at the outset the belief of the 
committee that the bill it had framed, or 
which had beon framed for it by the mill- 
bosses and the Ohio ram-raisers, would raise 
the price of raw wool, both foreign and do- 
mestic, and of woolens. But today the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Ways and Means 
says he does not know whether woolens will 
go up or not, and that it will be necessary to 
wait for months to see, 

Nothing is plainer, however, than the propo- 
sition that if the price of the 400,000,000 
pounds of wool used yearly by American man- 
ufacturers is increased decidedly by the opera- 
tion-of the tariff they will charge more for 
their goods than they do now, especially when 
& protective wall shelters them from fereign 
competition, The temptation is strong for 
the American manufacturer to charge more’ 
even if the raw material is not more expen- 
sive than it was. He certainly will put up 
prices if raw wool costs him more. 

Therefore that which makes Maj. McKinley 
uncertain whether woodlens will advance in 
price must be his doubt whether wool will go 
up and whether the farmer will get that ad- 
vance which was promised him and which was 
to rivet him forever to the Republican party 
in Michigan and other States. Yet while the 
bill was under consideration Maj. McKinley 
seemed to be confident that it would be a 
great thing for the sheep-raiser, Why has he 
changed his opinion? Possibly because ‘he 
has noticed that prices are lower than they 
were a year ago last July in spite of the tariff.

GOVEENMENT LOANS TO CITIZENS. 

The proposition to order a Government 
issue of currency to the amount of $1,000,000,- 
000, which is to be lent to the farmers and 
secured by mortgages on their real estate, 
may well be answered by reference to the out- 
come of a similar movement in the Argentine 
country.

Joint stock companies were estab- 
lished having any and every possible named 
object, and enormous capitalizations were 
subseribed for them by men who placed the 
securities with tonfiding English investors.

That would scarcely be 
looked for in a week with a holiday, but certainly 
there has been no depression felt. From every 
quarter are to be had the uniform reports of good 
collections. ‘Wholesale merchants in every line 
agree that the country merchants were never 
more prompt to pay their bills. While that is so

The falling off in business that has been noted 
at other centers is perhaps something to be wel- 
comed rather than feared. If merchants grow 
mure cautious in making purchases and extend- 
ing their obligations the general situation Js 
strengthened. The ability of the retail consumers 
to purchase goods has not been impaired. That 
is one of-the features of this financia) disturb- 
ance. While the many centers have been swept 
almost clean of funds indéviduals have had much 
more than usual. Industrial panics may come 


out of an almost sound situation when fear locks 


up the funds at the money centers, but when the 
money is so well distributed in the hands of the 
people, as it is at present, the danger is small. 
The money situation is still, the most important 
point ih the outlook, not alone to speculators but 
to business-men as well. The situation is even 
closer in the Eastern cities than itis in Chicago. 
Boston, with ite vaunted financial strength, 
is found so poor that the rate between 
banks has gone up to 8 per. cent. 
Chicago banks were never stronger than they are 
today. It has been necessary to scale down the 


demands of borrowersin order to: hold such a: 


strong position, but in doing that there has been 
so far little hampering of general business and 
from now on there promises to be still less. 

The iron situation is likely to be more affected 
by the events of the last two weeks in the finan- 
cial world than is any other branch ofindustry. If 
any sure prediction can be made from the recent 
events in Wall street it isthat the next year or 
two will see but a small amount of railroad 
building. The policy of the men who are striv- 
ae Se bring about great consolidations certainly 

not be in the direction of extending present 
lines and further complicating the railroad situa- 
tion. In the local iron market there has been 
no marked $f off — sales, 
market at other iron centers has. not been 
$0 satisfactory. The market here for structural 
iron is still keeping the mills rushed to their full 
‘capacity. Whatever the future may bring to the 
general business situation of the country the 
amount of building that is cartain to go on here 
for two or three years gives assurance of ‘business 
for many iron mills.
